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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/20/04, with respect to the rejection (s)of claim(s) 
under art rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive ; Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made below. 

New Matter Rejection 

The amendment filed 9/20/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "wherein the ionic 
compound is incorporated at least in an equimolar amount based on the ionic 
prostaglandin 12 derivative in terms of a charge ratio and wherein the ionic 
prostaglandin 12 derivative is anionic". Due to this new matter issue claims 
4,9,10,12,17,18 are rejected. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 4,9,10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ikari 
et al (US 6232343; 5/15/01). Ikari teaches a composition comprising Beraprost sodium 
plus benzalkonium chloride. See column 6 formulation 9. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ikari as 

applied to claims 4,9,10 above. See 35 USC 102(e) rejection above. Ikari does not 

teach Beraprost sodium having the instant stereochemistry. However, in the absence of 

unexpected results one would have been motivated to employ the instant stereoisomer 

of Beraprost sodium. One would have been expected to do this since all isomers of 

Beraprost sodium would have been expected to exhibit similar activity due to structure 

similarity.
